acainft France, and even from the Foundation of 
dheit State, by which they have not only defended 
fo laudably the common Caufe, but likewife pre- 
ferved in a flourifhing Condition their Liberty fo 
dearly purchafed. 

That the faid Envoy might affure their High- 
Mightyneffes in his Name, in the ftrongeft Terms, 
that if withthe fame Firmnefs they will help to 
dire& Affairs in conjunction with his Imperial Ma- 
jefty and the other Allies (as he hoped). cither for 
a good and fafe Peace, or for the vigorous Conti- 
nuance of this War, his Majefty will fecond and 
fupportthem, not only by an Effort of his utmoft 
Power, but even by his own Perfon, and thatupon 
Occafion he will not fpare his Blood for the com- 
mon Caufe. 

That he might likewife promife on the Part of 
the whole Roman Empire a greater Effort than 
ever, becaufe of the favourable a wg and 
good Sentiments which his Majefty had obferved 
jn the principal and greateft part of the Members, 
to which he would continue to contribute with all 
is Power, as well by a good Example, as by_ his 
Authority, Credit, and moft preffing Exhortations : 
That in Conclufion, his Majefty had already given 
fo many Proofs of his Fidelity, Zeal, and Re olu- 
tion to Sacrifice himfelf for the common Caufe, that
